points within fhe Stale, followed by 
the reduction to all points west on the 
line of this road, with the increased 
compliment of the accommodation ol 
still lower special round trip tickets, 
leaves nothing particularly for the peo- 
ple to ask in that respect, except a con- 
tinuation of liks favors as rapidly as 
the business of ths company will justify 
it.

The Firat Irrigation Reservoir. 


For a supply of water where running 


streams and natural lakes do not exist, 
or are insufficient, the eventual recourse 
iu every country must be to the con- 
struction of storage reservoirs to catch 
and retain the Winter rains. 
In some 


of the older countries where irrigation 
is a necessity this method of irrigation 
has been adopted to an enormous ex- 
tent, and it is said that in British India 
there are 40,000 or 50,000 of this kind 
of reservoirs, some in good repair, but 
more of them in ruins. 
To the town of 


Anaheim belongs the credit of under- 
taking the construction of the first irri- 
gating reservoir in California. 
On the 


27th tiltimo, at a meeting of the stock- 
holders of the Anaheim Water Com- 
pany, it was resolved, by 
iv practically 


unanimous vote, to construct a large 
irrigating reservoir, provided n loan of 
$100,000 could bo effected at any rate of 
interest not to exceed 8 per cent. The 
Anaheim Gazette rejoices at this de- 
cision, andjprediots thut land now sell- 
ing at $100 an acre will become worth 
$200 as soon as work is begun on the 
reservoir. It gives these details of the 
plan of the work : Bothfrom its eleva- 
tion and the natural configuration of 
the earth at that point, the site selected 
is remarkably well adapted for the pur- 
poses of a storage reservoir such as it 
is proposed to oonsttuct. 
All the ma- 


terials required in the work, except the 
small amounts of lumber, stone and 
lims which will be neoded, are to be 
found on or near the site, and are of 
good quality. A superficial ex taut of 
47.Gl acres (the area of the leuervoir) 
contains 2,073,891 square feo*. 
With a 


depth of water at the dam of twenty 
feet, and a mean depth of say twelve 
feet, the contents of tha reservoir will 
be 24,886,692 cubic feet, equal to 186,- 
105,397 gallons of water. For the space 
outside of the 47.61 acres occupied by 
bay?, ravines and the like, under the 
assumed level of 20 fact, let us add 4,- 
000,000 cubic feet, or 29,922,080 gal- 
lons. This will give to the main reser- 
voir a total storage capacity of 28,886,- 
629 cubic feet, equal to 216,087,477 gal- 
lons. The storage capacity of tlie upper 
reservoir is 40 per cent, iii addition, so 
that the capacity of both reservoirs will 
be 302,522,408 gallons. If it is found 
feasible to increase tho dam to a bight 
of twenty-five feet, the capacity will 
be increased to 403,353,291 
gallons, 


The outlet pipe will have a diameter of 
thirty inches, and will discharge 27,000 
gallons per hour. This discharge will 
empty the two reservoirs, supposing 
that no water were to enter them mean- 
while, in forty-seven clays. Were the 
water to be increased to a depth of 25 
feet at the dam, it would reqime sixty 
days to erajfty the reservoirs.

Crop Report. 


The November report of the De- 


partment of Agriculture gives the 
local yield per acre. In October the 
final report of the condition of corn, 
which averaged 73, was interpreted 
to mean a product of close to 1,- 
600,000,000 bushels. The average 
yield per aors appears at 23,1 bush- 
els, 1% bushels per acre lower than 
the yield of 1882. 
This gives a re- 


sult practically identical with that cf 
October, On the acreage reported 
in July tha exact figures would be 
1,577,000,000 
bushels. In the re- 


vision of tho season's returns this re- 
sult will not be materially changed. 
The product will therefore be about 
40,000,000 bushels short of the pre- 
vious crop, notwithstanding ths in- 
creased area. The potato crop is 
large, amounting to 175,000,000 bush- 
els.

A BEAUT1FCI, MIRAGE. 


The Si or tii FnnUloiie. Like Cnslles 


iu tho Air, Keen In Clonila. 


Visitors to the,Cliff House yesterday 


afternoon were repaid by an unusual 
and interesting flight, a mirage clearly 
showing tho North Fnrallouo which, 
from the Cliff House point of view, is 
absolutely below the horizon. The main 
or South (Farallone is occasionally in 
sight from the Cliff House and irom 
other more elevated points in the west- 
ern part of tbo city, bnt the sharp peaks 
of the north island have seldom been 
before. 
The 
cleurly-Jcfinud heights, 


seen as though they were within a dozen 
miles of shore, weie nt first thought to 
be the sail-clrnped nansts of sotite ocean 
snip, and when they were idt-utifled ns 
tho cliffs of the North Farallone, there 
was great interest displayed by the resi- 
dents and visitors nt the Cliff House. 
Iu addition to tho well-worn marine 
glasses a telescope was brought into 
use, and the unusual sight of islands 
known to be below the line of the 
horizon, but plainly piclnieilfin the mist 
producing mirage, was regarded wilhin- 
tonqe interest. Tho, effect, just before 
the sotting of tho sun, was, us though 
fur out iu tho ocean some jetting rocks 
had been utilized for the building of 
gracefully outlined castles, and when 
tha light disappeared in tho cloudless 
western horizon, and with it the beau- 
tiful mirage, tho effect was as though 
the observers had been guzing on "cas- 
tles in the air." 
So clear was tho at- 


mosphere that the South Farallone with 
its lighthouse tower clearly discernible, 
was seen as long as the already set sun 
»eft a golden streak of light in the west. 
The whole effect was beautiful in the 
extreme, and so rare that it held en- 
chanted every one who chanced to bo 
where it could be seen, until darkness 
came and hid all view of, the ocean.—
